SIR  TALBOT  DUCKMANTON  C.B.E. 


Sir  Talbot  Duckmanton,  General  Manager  of  the  Australian 
Broadcasting  Commission,  joined  the  ABC  in  Sydney  in  1939,  as  a 
cadet  announcer. 


He  was  born  in  Melbourne  on  26  October,  1921.  The  early  part  of  his  ABC  career  was  in¬ 
terrupted  by  war  service  with  the  Australian  Imperial  Forces  and  the  Royal  Australian  Air 
Force,  in  which  he  was  a  pilot.  He  returned  to  Australia  in  1945,  and  after  transfer  to  the 
RAAF  Reserve  of  Officers,  became  an  ABC  War  Correspondent  in  South-East  Asia.  Later 
he  worked  as  an  ABC  News  Reader  and  Special  Events  and  Sports  Commentator, 

He  became  New  South  Wales  Sporting  Supervisor  in  1949  and  in  February,  1950,  covered 
the  Empire  Games  in  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  for  the  ABC.  In  September,  1951,  he  was 
appointed  the  ABC’s  Assistant  Manager  in  Queensland.  He  was  promoted  again  in  April, 
1953,  to  the  post  of  Manager,  Tasmania.  Later  that  year,  he  went  to  London  to  join  the 
BBC’s  team  of  radio  commentators  for  the  world-wide  broadcast  of  the  Coronation  of  Her 
Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  describing  part  of  that  historic  event  from  the  Victoria 
Memorial  outside  Buckingham  Palace. 

Sir  Talbot  Duckmanton  played  a  key  role  in  establishing  ABC  Television,  and  his  services 
as  a  television  authority  have,  on  occasions,  been  made  available  to  overseas  countries.  In 
1960,  he  was  a  Colombo  Plan  adviser  on  television  to  the  Pakistan  Government.  The  follow¬ 
ing  year  he  was  UNESCO  Adviser  to  the  Israeli  Government  and,  in  1963,  to  the 
Tanganyikan  Government. 

Sir  Talbot  was  appointed  Deputy  General  Manager  of  the  ABC  and  one  year  later,  he 
became  General  Manager. 

Sir  Talbot  is  President  of  the  Commonwealth  Broadcasting  Association;  a  Past  President 
of  the  Asia-Pacific  Broadcasting  Union;  a  Past  President  of  Sydney  Legacy;  a  Fellow  of 
the  Australian  Institute  of  Management  (N.S.W.  Division);  and  a  Member  of  the  Council  of 
the  Australian  Administrative  Staff  College.  From  1970  to  1975,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Australian  Film  Development  Corporation  (now  the  Australian  Film  Commission);  he  is  a 
Trustee  of  the  British  Commonwealth  International  Newsfilm  Agency  (VISNEWS);  a 
Trustee  of  the  Committee  for  the  Economic  Development  of  Australia  (CEDA);  a  Trustee 
of  the  International  Institute  of  Communications,  London;  a  past  Chairman  of  the  Council 
of  Newington  College,  Sydney,  the  school  at  which  he  was  educated. 

In  1971,  Sir  Talbot  was  created  a  C.B.E.  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  Public 
Service,  and  a  Knight  Bachelor  in  1979. 

He  joined  TattersalFs  Club  in  1962.

WINE  POPULARITY 
REPORTED  ON 
INCREASE... 

Last  year  Australians 
quaffed  almost  150  million 
litres  of  wine,  most  of  it  out 
of  casks  and  flagons,  and 
much  of  it  in  just  four 
varieties — riesling,  moselle, 
daret  or  burgundy. 

But  to  the  winemakers’  relief, 
the  tide  is  at  last  starting  to 
turn.  Our  palates  are  maturing, 
and  so  are  the  winemakers’  pro¬ 
spects  of  profits. 

We’ve  taken  more  than  a  lit¬ 
tle  coaxing,  but  we’re  coming 
around  to  the  better-quality 
wines,  and  we’re  experimenting 
more  with  varieties. 

Names  like  malbec,  pinot 
noir,  cabernet,  sauvignon  blanc 
and  chardonnay  are  the  varietal 
wines  in  vogue,  replacing  the 
ubiquitous  dry  white  or  dry  red. 

And  most  of  the  major 
winemakers,  including 
McWilliams,  Seppelts,  Lin- 
demans  and  Penfotds  are  doing 
their  best  to  help  the  trend 
along. 

After  a  four-year  sales 
decline,  reds  are  finally  starting 
to  hold  their  own.  Winemakers 
sold  30  million  litres  of  red  wine 
in  1979 — an  increase  of  around 
1  per  cent  on  the  previous 
year’s  sales. 

Notable  however  was  the 
growth  of  750ml  bottle  sales,  up 
7  per  cent.  Flagon  sales  of  red 
wines  fell  by  10  per  cent,  but 
this  was  more  than  balanced  by 
a  12  per  cent  rise  in  cask  sales. 

Whites  continued  to  outsell 
reds  by  four  to  one.  An 
estimated  115  million  litres  of 
whites  were  sold  last  year,  an 
increase  of  30  per  cent.  Cask 
sales  rose  by  60  per  cent, 
flagons  by  20  per  cent,  and 
750ml  bottles  by  4  per  cent. 

Wine  is  very  popular  at  Tat- 
tersall’s  Club.  A  good  list  is 
available  and  is  well  appreciat¬ 
ed  by  members.  It  is  rare  to 
see  a  dining  table  without  a 
wine.  Good  wines  compliment 
a  fine  meal.

Twelve  members  of  Tattersall’s 
Glib  will  have  the  honour  to 
represent  the  Club  in  the  11th  An¬ 
nual  Mauii  Channel  Relay  Race  on 
Saturday,  August  30  this  year. 
They  will  be  members  of  two  Tat- 
tersall’s  Club  teams  each  compris¬ 
ing  six  swimmers  to  compete  in 
this  International  Event. 

This  race  is  organized  by  our 
kindred  club  in  Hawaii,  the 
Outrigger  Canoe  Club  and  is  over 
a  distance  of  nine  miles,  starting 
from  the  beach  at  Lanai  Island 
and  finishing  on  the  beach  at  the 
old  whaling  town  of  Lahaina  on 
Mauii. 

It  is  anticipated  that  approx¬ 
imately  ten  teams  will  participate, 
coming  from  such  diverse  places 
as  Tahiti,  Vancouver,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Los  Angeles  and  Dallas. 
Our  Clubs  entry  is  the  first  from 
Australia  and  we  have  high  hopes 
of  bringing  the  4 ‘Duke  Bowl”  back 
to  Australia  for  the  first  time.  All 
Swimmers  must  be  25  years  or 
older  and  will  each  swim  for  thirty 
minutes,  at  the  end  of  three  hours, 
each  swimmer  will  swim  for  a 
further  ten  minutes  in  team  rota¬ 
tion  until  the  team  finishes. 
Depending  on  weather  conditions, 
on  the  day,  the  race  time  could  be 
anything  from  3  hours  17  minutes 
(the  current  record)  to  over  4 
hours. 

Swimmers  do  not  swim  in  cages 
as  this  is  considered  unnecessary. 
During  the  ten  races  held  we  are 
told  that  sharks  have  never  been 
sighted.  An  escort  boat  accom¬ 
panies  each  team  and  stays  close 
to  its  own  swimmer. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  at 
least  fourteen  Club  Members  in 
training  for  this  event  and  from 
this  group  twelve  will  be  selected 
to  represent  us. 

Our  No.  1  team  wilt  be  a 
formidable  line  up  as  you  will  ob¬ 
serve  from  the  list  of  swimmers 
published  later  in  this  article. 
Regrettably  our  greatest  long  dis¬ 
tance  swimmer  is  not  eligible  to 
swim  in  this  particular  event, 
however  we  anticipate  Des  Ren- 
ford  to  be  named  as  team  captain 
and  joint  selector  and  so  will  play 
a  major  role  in  the  preparation  of 
the  team.  We  understand  that  Des 


Hawaii. 

will  again  be  swimming  the 
English  Channel  during  the  coming 
European  summer  and  it  is  hoped 
he  will  be  able  to  join  us  in 
Honolulu  on  his  way  home. 

Our  prospective  teams  will  be 
selected  from  the  following  who 
have  advised  that  they  have  com¬ 
menced  training.

This  trip  is  not  restricted  to 
males  only,  many  wives  and  some 
children  will  be  in  the  group  and 
we  stress  that  all  club  members 
and  friends  are  welcome  to  come 
along.
